Sgt. Thomas McAv oy , 44, who 
had serv ed on the city force for 
15 y ears, 
was 
shot to death 
when he arriv ed at the Hu ba 
home on Manning Bou lev ard in 
resp onse to a m aid’s call for 
help . 
The killer had his shotgu n in 
a cardboard box when he ap ­ 
p eared at the hou se. In fleeing, 
he left the box bu t took his gu n 
and the rev olv er still in the ser­ 
geant’s holster.

Protested School Plan 
“Confusion and conflict,'' over 
old and new building ordinances 
“is so bad," he said, "that the 
fire departm ent rn a v finds itself 
In the role of complainant,” and 
he revealed that a permit for 
erection of the new St. Joseph’s 
School, Wall and Pearl streets, 
“was issued over my protests.

total on lioth of $3,867,400. 
The report noted 48 fires in 
the city to which firemen had 
not been called. 
The loss on 
these was reported at $5,230.02, 
with an insurance coverage on 
building and contents of $389,- 
700. 
The chief's special report on 
Art* laws said: 
"Prior to 1954, the City of

Research Is Main 
launching Value 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fl«. (AP) 
—A Saturn I super rocket pro­ 
pelled 
the 
world’s 
heaviest 
satellite 
into orbit 
today 
and 
presum ably vaulted the United 
State* over Russia in the race 
for space rocket supremacy. 
The mighty 
rocket, 
164 feet 
tall 
and 
weighing 
562 
tons, 
flooded its launching pad with 
a 
rush of flame and sent a 
thunderous shock wave rollling 
across 
Cape 
Kennedy 
as 
It 
blasted off at 11:25 a.m., East­ 
ern Standard Time, on its first 
full-scale test flight. 
Weighs 37,700 Pounds 
Slightly more than IO minutes 
later, the Saturn I—its second 
stage live for the first time— 
injected into orbit a mammoth 
84-foot-long 
satellite 
weighing 
37,700 
pounds, 
nearly 
three 
times heavier than the Soviet 
heavyweight 
champions 
of 
space. 
The 
satellite 
is 
little 
more 
than a m ass of metal and sand 
with a radio tracking 
beacon. 
But its presence in the sky dem­ 
onstrates U.S. capability for the 
future and the nation’s determi­ 
nation to grasp the space rocket 
power lead. 
No Scientific Value 
No scientific 
value 
was at­ 
tached to the huge satellie be­ 
cause of the research nature of 
the flight. 
On the test, the Saturn I— 
forerunner of rockets which will 
boost

That stage, cutting in after 
the first had burned 145 seconds, 
delivered 
90,000

Saturn I’s claim to the title of 
w’orld’s most powerful rocket is 
based on official U.S. estim ates 
that 
its

generates 
aliout 50 per cent more thrust

Russia’s

dence of Soviet progress with 
liquid hydrogen fuel.

The wonderful sup­ 
port of businesses, organizations 
and individuals during the fund­ 
raising campaign in 1962 made 
possible the grant of matching 
Federal Funds in the amount of
